from all sections of the North Woods. 
While 400 Minnesota National 
Guardsmen under command of Adju- 
tant-General W. FF’. Rhinow continue 
the work of succuring the refugees, 
more than 2000 forest rangers, set- 
tlers and others are redoubling their 
efforts in fighting the flames, which 
already have destroyed three smal! 
towns—Cotton, Central Lakes an4 
Whiteface, 

The fate of a score of other tiny 
settlements scattered over St. Louis 
and Lake counties north of here hang 
on the weather today. Only rain or 
a calm day can save these places. 

The first ray of hope of prevent- 
ing further serious loss was received 
at district headquarters of the State 
Forestry Service shortly after mid- 
night, when rangers at Kelsey, 50 
miles north of here, and the center 
of the worst blazes, reported the sit- 
uation much Improved, with the wind 
subsiding and a heavy dew settling. 
Similar advices were received from 
the vicinitieg of Fairbanks and Evel- 
eth. 

New Fires Reported. 

New fires were reported early to- 
day in several sections, including one 
at Cronigen and another at Deer- 
wood. Emeb and Sherwin, north of 
Two Harbors, near Lake Superior, 
sent word that flames were becom- 
ing menacing, while 10 miles from 


Clequet peat fires were showing in- 
creased signs of activity. 


Mindful of the 1918 fire in North- 
ern Minnesota, when more than 400 
persons lost their lives and hundreds 
of persons abandoned thefr homes, 
livestock and everything they owned, 
the main thought of the women and 
children was to reach a haven of 
safety.

The necessity for such a search- 
ing national investigation with 
constructive recommendation is 
imperative. At the moment the 
coal skies are clearing, but unless 
we find a cure for the economic 
ills which affect the industry and 
therein find a basis for righteous 
relationship, we shall be faced 
with a like menacing situation on 
next April 1, on the expiration of 
the wage contracts which are now 
being made. 

The need for such investigation 
and- independent consideration is 
revealed by both operators and 
mine workers in the provision in 
the Cleveland agreement so re- 
cently made. The Government will 


— 


— 


gladly co-operate with the indus- 
try in this program far as it 
is the public interest so to do, but 
I have an unalterable conviction 
that no lasting satisfaction or 
worth-white results will ensue 
unless we may have a Government 
commission, independent of the 
industry, clothed with authority 
by the Congress to search deeply, 
so that it may advise as to fair 
wages and as to conditions of la- 
bor and recommend the enact- 
ment of laws to protect the pub- 
lic in the future 
Exhaustion of Stocks. 

The almost total exhaustion of 
stocks of coal, the crippled condi- 
tion of the railways, the distressed 
situation that has arisen and might 
grow worse in our great cities due 
to the shortage of anthracite, the 
suffering. which might arise in the 
northwest through failure to meet 
winter needs by lake transporta- 
tion, all these added to the possi- 
bility of outrageous price demands, 
in spite of the mostezealous volun- 
tary efforts of the Government to 
restrain them, making it neces- 
sary to ask you to consider at some 
form of temporary control of dis- 
tribution and prices. 

The administration earnestly 
has sought to restrain profiteering 
and to secure the rightful distri- 
bution of such coal as has been 
available in this emergency. There 
were no legal powers for price 
control. There has been cordial 
co-operation in many flelds, a fine 
revelation of business conscience 
stronger than the temptation to 
profit by a people’s misfortune. 
There have been instances of flat 
refusal. I rejoice to make grate- 
ful acknowledgment to those who 
preferred to contribute to national 
welfare rather than profit by a na- 
tion's distress. 

Temporary Coal Agency. 

If it may have your approval, 
IT recommend immediate provision 
for a temporary national coal 
agency with needed capital, to pur- 
chase, sell and _ distribute coal 
which is carried in interstate ship- 
ment. I do not mean that all in- 
terstate coal shall be handled by 
such a Federal organization; per- 
haps none will be necessary; but it 
will restore its capital to the pub- 
lic treasury and will be the instru- 
mentality of guarding the public 
interest where private conscience 
is insensible to a public need. 

This proposal does not relate to 
any possible employment in intra- 
state shipment. Price restraint 
and equitable distribution in intra- 
state shipments its a responsibility 
of the State's own government. In 
such voluntary activities as have 
been carried on thus far the Fed- 
eral Goverrment has endeavored 
to re-establish the authority and 
responsibility in the state which 
was undermined in the necessary 
centralization of authority during 
the world war. 

Shop Crafts Strike. 

The public menace in the coal 
situation was made more acute 
and more serious at the beginning 
of July by the strike of the Fed- 
erated shop crafts in the railroad 
service—a strike against a wage 
decision made by the Ratlroad 
Labor Board, directly affecting 
approximately 400,000 men. The 
justice of the decision is not for 
discussion here. The decision has 
been lost sight of .in subsequent 
developments. In any event, it 
was always possible to appear for, 
rehearing and the submission of 
new evidence, and it ts always 
safe assumption that a Govern- 
ment agency of adjustment decid- 
ing unjustly will be quick to make 
right any wrong. 

The Rallroad Labor Board was 
created by Congress for the ex- 
press purpose of hearing and de- 
ciding disputes between the car- 
riers and their employes, so that 
no controversy need lead to an in- 
terruption in interstate transpor- 
tation. It was inevitable’ that 
many wage disputes should arise. 
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were resisted. The administrative 
Government neither advocated nor 
resisted. It only held that the 
Labor Board was the lawful 
agency of the Government to hear 
decide disputes and its au- 
must be sustained, as the 
law contemplates. This must be 
so, whether the carriers or the 
employes ignore its decisions. 
Unhappily a number of decisions 
ef this board had been ignored by 
the carriers. In only one instance, 
however, had a decision challenge‘ 
by a carrier been brought to the 
attention of the Department of 
Justice, and this decision was 
promptly carried to the courts an'l 
has recently been sustained in the 
The

Law Is Inadequate. 

When these failures of many 
the carriers to abide by decisions 
of the board were brought to my 
attention. I could more fairly <cp- 
praise the feelings of the strikers, 
though they had a remedy without 
seeking to paralyze interstate com- 
merce 

The law creating the 
Labor Board is inadequate. 
trary to popular impression, it has 
little or no power to enforco its 
decisions. It can impose no pen- 
alties on either party disregarding 
its decisions. It cannot halt a 
strike, and manifestly Congress de- 
liberately omitted the enactment 
of compulsory arbitration. 

The decisions of the board must 
be made enforceable and effective 
against carriers and employes 
alike. But the law is new and no 
perfection of it by Congress at this 
moment could be helpful in the 
present threatened paralysis of 
transportation. 

Attempt at Mediation. 

Happily, it is always lawful and 
ofttimes possible to settle disputes 
outside of court; so, in order to 
serve public welfare, I ventured 
upon an attempt at mediation. 
Those who had preceded me in at- 
tempting settlements had made 
some progress. I submitted to the 
officials of the striking employes 
and the chairman of the Associa- 
tion of Railway Executives in 
writing. on the same day, a ten- 
tative proposal for settlement. 

Knowing that some of the car- 
riers had offended by ignoring 
the decision of the board and the 
employes had struck when they 
had a remedy without the strike, 
I felt it was best to start all over 
again, resume work, all to agree 
to abide faithfully by the board's 
decisions, make it a real tribunal 
of peace in transportation and 
everybody serve the public. 

The barrier to be surmountable 
was the question of seniority. By 
the workmen these rights are held 
to be sacred and unsurrendered 
by a strike. By the carriers the 
preservation of seniority is the 
weapon of discipline on the one 
hand and the reward of faithful 
employes on the other. 

It has been an almost invariable 
rule that when strikes have been 
lost, seniority and its advantages 
have been surrendered; when 
strikes have been settled, seniority 
has been restored. e 

In the tentative proposals which 
I sponsored, it was provided that 
everybody should go to work, with 
seniority rights unimpaired: that 
there should be no discrimination 
by either workmen or carriers 
against workmen who did or did 
not strike. 

What He Sought to Do. 

I realized that the proposal 
must carry a disappointment to 
employes who had inherited pro- 
motion by staying loyally on the 
job, and to such new men as had 
sought jobs looking to permanent 
employment, but I wanted the 
fresh start and maintained trans- 
portation service, and Tf appraised 
the disappointment of the few to 
be less important than the im- 
pending misfortune to the nation. 

It was not what I would ask 
ordinarily to be considered or con- 
ceded, but at that moment of deep 
anxiety with the coal shortage 
gravely menacing, I was thinking 
of the pressing demands of the 
welfare of the whole people. I be- 
lieve the sacrifice brought to the 
men involved could be amply 
compensated for by the carriers in 
practical ways. 

I believed the matter of trans- 
cendent was the acceptance of 
the proposal to respect the Labor 
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not end all negotiations, it left the 
Government only one course—to 
call the striking workmen to re- 
turn to work, to call the carriers 
to assign them to work and leave 
the dispute about seniority to the | 
Labor Board for decision. When | 
negotiation or mediation fails, this | 
is the course contemplated by the 
law, and the Government can have 
no chart for its course except the 
law. 

To this call a majority of the 
carriers responded favorably, 
proposing to re-employ all strik- 
ers except those guilty of vielence 


against workmen or property, to 
restore the striking workmen to 
thelr old positions, where vacant | 
or to like positions where vacan- 


cies are filled; questions of seni- | 


ority which cannot be settled be- 
tween the emplover and the em- 
pldyes to gu to the Labor Board 
for decision. The minority of 
the carriers proposed to assign 


jobs to workmen on _ strike only 


where the positions were vacant. 
Neither proposal has heen ac 
cepted. 

Condition in Desert. 

Thus the narrative brings us to 
the present moment but it has 
not included the developments 
which have heightened the Gov- 


ernment’s concern. Sympathetic 


strikes have developed here and 
there, seriously impairing inter- 
state commerce. Deserted. trans- 


continental trains in the desert re- 


gions of the southwest have re- | 
vealed the cruelty and contempt 
for law on the part of some rall- 


way employes who have conspired 
to paralyse transportation and 
lawlessness and violence in a hun- 
dred places have revealed the fail- 
ure of the striking unions to hold 
their forcés to law observance. 
Men who refused to strike and who 
have braved insult and assault and 
risked their lives to serve a pub- 
lic need have been cruelly attacked 
and wounded or killed. Men seek- | 
ing work and guards attempting 
to protect lives and property, even 
officers of the Federal govern- 
ment, have been assaulted, humil- 
iated and hindered in their duties. 

Strikers have armed themselves 
and gathered in mobs about rail- 
road shops to offer armed violence 
to any man attempting to go to 
work. There is a state of lawless- 
ness shocking to every conception 
of American law and order and 
violating the cherished guarantees 
of American freedom. At no time 
has the Federal government been 
unready or unwilling to give its 
Support to maintain law and or- 
der and restrain violence, but in 
no case has State authority con- 
fessed its inability to cope with 
the situation and asked for Fed- 
eral assistance. 

Locomotive Deterioration. 

Under these conditions of hin- 
drance and intimidation there has 
been such a lack of care of motive 
power that the deterioration of lo- 
comotives and the noncompliance 
with the safety requirements of the | 
law, are threatening the break- 
down of transportation. This very 
serious menace magnified by 
the millions of losses to fruit grow- 
ers and other producers of perish- 
able foodstuffs. and comparable 
losses to farmers who depend an 
transportation to market their 
grains at harvest time. 

Even worse, it is hindering the 
transport of available coal when 
industry is on the verge of paraly- 
sis because of coal shortage, and 
life and health are menaced by 
coal famine fm the great centers 
of population. Surely the threat- 
ening conditions must impress the 
Congress and the con@try that no 
body of men, whether itmited in 
numbers and responsible for rail- 
way management or powerful in 
numbers and the necessary forces 
in railroad operation, shall be 
permitted to choose a course which 
imperils public welfare. Neither 
organizations of employers nor 
working men's unions may _§ es- 
cape responsibility. 

The Public Interest. 

When related to a public service 
the mere fact of organization mag- 
nifles that responsibility and pub- 
lic interest transcends that of 
either grouped capital or organ- | 
ized labor. 

Another development is so sig- | 
nificant that the hardships of the =| 
moment may well be endured to 
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armed lawlessness. In many com- 
munities the municipal authorities 
have winked at these violations, 
until liberty is a mockery and the 
law a matter of community con- 
tempt. It is fair to say that the 
great mass of organized “workme. 
do not approve, but they seem 
helpless to hinder. These condi- 
tions cannot remain in free Amer- 
ica. If free men cannot toil ac- 
cording to their own lawful choos- 


ing, all our constitutional guarain-~ 
ties born of democracy are Sur- 
rendered to mobocracy and the 


freedom of a hundred millions is 
surrendered to the small minoriiy 
which would have no law. 
No Hasty Action. 
lt is not my thought to ask Con- 
gress to deal with these fundamen- 
tal problems at this time. No hasty 
action would contribute to the so- 
lution of the present critical situa- 


tion. There is existing law by 
which to settle the prevailing dis- 
putes There are statutes forbid- 
ding conspiracy to hinder inter- 
state commerce. There are laws to 
assure the highest possible safety 
in the railway service. It is mv 
purpose to invoke these laws, civil 


and criminal, against all offenders 
alike. 

The legal safekuarding against

Protection of Alicns. 

One specific thing I must ask 
at your hands at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. There is pending 
a bill to provide for the better 
protection of aliens and for the 
enforcement of their treaty rights. 


It is a measure, in short, to create 
‘isdiction for the Federal 
cou @® (hrough which the nation- 
al C.overnment will have appro- 
priate power to protect aliens in 
the rights secured to them under 
treaties and to deal with crimes 
which affect our foreign relations. 

The matter has been before 
(Congress on many previous occa- 


ae 


sions, President Tyler in his first 
annual message, advised Con- 
gress that inasmuch as ‘“‘the Gov- 
ernment is charged with tke 
maintenance of peace and the 
preservation of amicable, rela- 
tions with the nations of the 
earth, it ought to possess without 
question all the reasonable and 


proper means of maintaining the 
one and preserving the other.”’ 
President Harrison asked for the 
same bestowal of jurisdiction, hav- 
ing encountered deep embarrass- 
ment which grew out of the lynch- 
ing of 11 aliens in New Orleans in 
1891. President McKinley, dealing 
with a like problem in 1899, asked 
the conferring upon Federal! courts 
where jurisdiction in that class of 
the Federal Government may be 
involved. President Roosevelt ut- 
tered a like request to Congress 
in 1906, and President Taft pointed 
out the defect in the present Fed- 
eral jurisdiction when he made his 
inaugural address in 1909. He de- 
clared that ‘It puts our Govern- 
ment in a pusillanimous position 
to make definite engagement to

PARIS, Aug. 18.—Sir John Brad- 
bury, British member of the Rep- | 
arations Commission, and Eugene 
Mauclere, president of the “commit-

Cream, butter and sugar. Add 
milk and egg, well beaten, then the 
dry ingredients. Stir well together, 
Drop from a spoon on & buttered tin. 
Bake in oven about 10 minutes. This 
will make three dozen.
